Mrs. Alice Ives Stirling Found 
at Foot of Lake Forest 
Declivity; Jury Says 
Accident. 


WOMAN HAD BEEN ILL. 


Husband and Doctor Testify 
Daughter of Late W. G. Hib- 
bard Suffered from 
Insomnia. 


| Mra Alice Ives Stirling, known far and 
| wide for her mau acte of charity, met with 
| A strange death at the aide of a precipice over- 
looking the lake in the rear of her residence 
in Lake Forest early yesterday morning. 

She was the daughter of William Gold 
Hibbard, founder of Hibbard, Spencer, Bart- 
lett & Co., and the wife of William Robert 
Stirling. Last Sunday she and her 
husband and two of their daughters, Miss 
Dorothy Stirling and Miss Jean Stirling. 
returned from a two monthe trip abroad. 

Earlier reports indicated thet ehe had gone 
abroad for her health, but this was denied 
by her brother, Frank Hibbard, who said the 
trip was purely pleasure ané thet most of 
the time was spent motoring in France and 
Switserland. He admitted that his sister 
had been suffering from insomnia and neu- 
ritis, and the coroners inquest established 
that the latter affliction caused a painful pres- 
sure at the base of the brain. 


Verdict of Coroner’s Jury. 

The coroner’s jury, under the direction of 
Coroner J. L. Taylor, with the qualification 
of to the best of our knowledge,” re- 
turned a verdict reading: 

Wen seeking fresh air she walked to the 
edge of the bluff, and in the darkness, fell 
twenty or thirty feet, and that death was 
caused by sheck and exposure from lying 
there for several hours.“ 

Her clothing was wringing wet when she 
was found and there were a few scratches on 
her body, but neither Coroner Taylor nor 
Undertaker C. G. Wenban considered these 
real marks of violence. 

Subsequent to the inquest, Coroner Taylor, 
in reply to questions; said the verdict “ might 
not be altogether satisfactory,” but that he 
was powerless to go further because the fam- 
ily objected to a gage n examination 


summoned. Later 8 Wendan was 
called and the coroner was notified. The ear- 
Her reports were to the effect that Mre. Stir- 
ling was clad only in her night garments 
when found. 

Coroner Taylor reached Lake Forest from 
his home in Léabertyville at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon and soon after he phoned from the 
undertaker’s establishment Frank Hibbard 
came in his automobile. The three held 
a brief consultation and then Hibbard phoned 
to family friends and had them act as jur- 
ora. 

g Tells of Wife’s Hines. 

“My wife, who was forty-eight years 
old, had been suffering from neuritis for 
three months testified Mr. Stirling. It 
involved her arms and neck and made it dim. 
cult for her to sleep. She suffered from 
pressure of blood at the back of her bead. 
We retired about 10 o'clock Thursday night. 
I awoke between 6:30 and 7 o'clock this 
morning and observed she was not in bed, 
but I supposed she was upstairs with our 
daughter, Mrs. Frank Dickinson, who kept 
house here while we were abroad. 

“at 7:50 1 arose and hurriedly dressed, 
for it was apparent she was not in the 
house. I searched the grounds and found 
her body lying on the side of the bluff. She 
was only partly clothed and wore a heayy 
golf cape over her night dress. I supposed 
she was atacked with this blood pressure 
and it caused a desire for more air and 
that she fell over the cliff in some manner, 
Exposure and shock must have killed her, 
She took considerable medicine while we 
were abroad. 

„Mrs. Stirling phoned me Sunday to at- 
tend her husband, who had contracted a heavy 
cold on the ocean homeward journey,” testi- 
fied Dr. Haven. “ Then, as an afterthought, 
she instructed me to bring my supping ap- 
paratus to relieve the pressure on her spine, 
She was suffering from insomnia and told 
me the last few nichts on. the dean were 


trying to her.” 
Dies in Picturesque Spot. 

It is a picturesque spot where Mrs. Stir- 
ling met death, and the surroundings together 
with the wet clothing steeped the case in mys- 
tery. Mr. and Mrs. Stirling occupied a 
downstairs room in the south end of the 
house. They slept in separate beds, ‘and 
her absence from the room wae not noted 
until long after she wae cold in death. 

The bluff or declivity begins at a point 
perhaps a hundred feet south of the house. 
At the edge of the top le an old rustic bench, 
Around this bench were heavy imprints of 
high heels, and for a distance down the 
precipice were tracks as though they might 
have been formed by Mrs. Stirling holding 
her feet together and sliding. The deciivity 


DEATH A MYSTERY | 
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"REMEMBER THE DATE—OCT. 8. 
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RAID SAVES BOYS 
OF SCHOOL CAMP 
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Police officers of Jollet and Riverside, in 
company with Jeremiah McCarthy, state 
humane officer, yesterday raided and broke 
up a boys’ camp at Channahon, on thé Illinois 
and Michigan canal, conducted by John J. 
Campbell, at one time proprietor of a board- 
ing school for boys and girls at Western 
Springs, III. 

Complaints had been filed with Chief of 
Police McMasters of Joliet and Justice of 
the Peace MacLory, in Riverside, charging 
that the boys in Campbell's charge were 
neither fed nor clothed properly. Nine boys 
between the ages of @ and 16 were found 


huddled together in a shack hardly big 
enough for two. Campbell and the boys were 
taken to Joliet; There he promised to stand 
trial on @ charge of disorderly conduct and 
was released pending « nearing. The boys 
were braught to Chicago and placed in the 
Juvenile home, on Ewing street, last night 
Today they will be sent to their parents. 


Makes Camp After Breakdown. 

Campbell has been conducting a boarding 
school in what has been known as the old 
Hunt homestead in Riverside for several 
months. Fourteen students were enrolled. 
During August he started down the canal in 
A small launch with nine of the boys. The 
craft broke down ear Channahon and an 
empty: house there was converted into a tem- 
porary camp. 

Neighbora.in the vicinity found fault with 
the way the boys were treated and appealed 
to Marshal Edward Frederick to investi- 
gate conditions at the camp. Later they 
complained to authorities at Joliet and to 
the state humane department. 

Justice Fred MacLory of Riverside, who 
visited the camp, said afterward: “ This 
is a duplication of the conditions that ex- 
isted in Dickens’ ‘ Dotheboys Hall.’ Camp- 
bell ran a boarding school at Western Springs 
and then he moved to Riverside several 


months ago. 


Says Boys Suffered Greatly. 

„ brought the boys back from Joliet with 
me this evening and will see that they get to 
their parents tomorrow. They told me stories 
that lead me to believe that they have sutf- 
fered hotribly and that they have not had 
enough to eat any of the time that they have 
been down there. 

“Campbell has been paid by the parents 
and the guardians of these boys to take care 
of them as they would in properly conducted 
boarding schools, but from what I find of con- 
ditions I do not think he expended much of 
the money he got in care of these boys: 

“Phe shanty they live in was a disgrace. 
It was not large enough for two to be in 
comfortably, yet sometimes I understand 
there were twelve boys sleeping on the 


floors."

A.—I saw him over at the Briggs house 
and upon the street. 


Knows Where He “Was,” Not “Is.” 

SENATOR HEYBURN—Do you know 
where he is sow? A.—I do not know, sena- 
tor. I did know that he was at Milwaukee, 
but my impression is gained from things I 
have heard indirectly from his people that 
he is not there. He may be. He was at a san- 
itarium at Milwaukee or under treatment by 
a doctor there for some time. That was be- 
fore the primaries, however. He had to go 
away. 

SENATOR GAMBLE—What do you know 
personally as to his physica) or mental condi- 
tion? A.—Robert Wilson is a high strung, 
sensitive man, physically and mentally, and 
I don’t think he ever had a hardship or bat- 
tle in his life, pollitically or otherwise. until 
this, and he took it harder than anybody 
I ever saw.

A.—Cor- 
responding to his physicial condition, nerves 
affected in that wey.

I 
don't want to be understood as meaning m- 
capacitated from moving around or from 
engaging in the ordinary pursuits of life to 
an ordinary extent, but in a condition that 
if I was in it I would feel alarmed. 

SENATOR GAMBLE~—I am prompted to 
make this inquiry by the fact that a sub- 
peena has been out for his appearance for 
some time and diligent efforts have been 
made to bring him before the committee. 

SENATOR HEYBURN—Mr. Browne, when 
did you see him in Chicago? A.—A few days 
after the primaries.

Q.—Mr. Browne, Mr. Lorimer was elected 
on May 26, 19007 A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—There was considerable excitement, sup- 
pressed or otherwise, in the assembly hall 
that day, was there? A.—Why, there was no 
caim—there was no unwonted or there was 
no unusual commotion or disturbance. There 
was a great deal of suppressed interest. 

Q.—Why, you even asked a man to go out 
with you, didn’t you? A. No, I didn’t do 
. didn’t you say that one of the 
two would not return? A.—No, I didn’t do 
that. I will tell you what I did say; 1 arose 
to a question of nal privilege, and 
directed my remark to this gentleman, that 
I hoped he did not intend what could easily 
be implied from certain things he said, but 
if he did, if he would repeat them to me 
at some other place, that probably neither 
one of us would repeat those remarks again.

Hanecy Examines Simmons.

On the following day 
I had a meeting of the board of directors of 
a new compaly that I was forming, and 1 
wanted Mr. Walsh for a director. 

Employe of “Racehorse” Farley. 

Simmons then was cross examined by Mr. 
Austrian: 

Q.—Mr. Stmmons, tell us whet your busi- 
ness is—all of it. A.—Héating engineer and 
contractor. 

Q.—Ever been engaged in racetracks or 
running of race horses, or betting on them? 
A.—I have bet on a race horse.

' “Under the direction of public spirited 
members of the Commercia! club, excellent 


plans for a greater Chicago have been pre- 


“pared,” declares the latter. These plans 
make wise and ample provision for the fu- 
ture growth of our city as regards traffic and 
traneportation facilities, public bulldings, 
parks and boulevards. But there is an im- 
portant factor of a better Chicago which was 
got included within the fleld of last year’s 
report on the city plan. That factor is the 
housing of our working people 


Families in Cellars. 

“We cannot have a really great ' Chicago 
unless there are habitable and comfortable 
dwellings for its wage earners. In the Twen- 
ty-ninth ward, for example, hundreés of fam- 
flies are existing in dark, unventilated rooms, 
gometimes in cellars. Two, three, and four 
families are crowded together in frame cot- 
tages originally built for one family. In 
the lorg two and three story frame tene- 
ments six to twenty families may be found, 
besides: dozens of lodgers. 

Many of the long tenements cover the 
entire lot, and where there are cottages 
there is often one in the front and one in 
the rear—leaving insufficient space for 4 

layground or yard. The structures are often 
old, moldy, unpainted, and set in jagged 
lines, and few trees or gardens break the 
bleakness and ugliness of parts of the dis- 
trict. 

In the northern part of the ward it is al- 
most impossible for pecple earning limited 
Wages to secure any dwellings in which 
they can take pride and comfort. Unsightly 
and undesirable builérngs are now being 
erected, and the city is paying the bill in the 
loss of vigor and efficiency of its wage work- 
ing population and in the additional expense 
of maintaining public health. For instance. 
in the Twenty-ninth ward (where housing is 
poor) curing the month of July, 1910, the 
death rate of infants was more than ter 
times that of the Sixth ward, a well housed 
district fronting the lake. 


Building Law Not Enough. 

“To meet problems relating to sanitation 
and building structure a new building code 
was introduced into the city council last 
year. It contains many excelien: regula- 
tions with respect to safety and health. If 
properly enforced, if a generous appropria- 
tion for an adequate building and sanitary 
inspection force is made, decided improve- 
ment will unquestionably follow. 

Still, it cannot be expected that the pas- 
sage of a building ordinance will meet the 
situation, for such a law merely prohibits 
contractors from erecting dengérous and 
WUnsanitary structures, and only to a limited 
extent lessens the evils of existing housing. 
Even if properly enforced it would leave 
unsightly dwellings which would provide 


side the houses. It would not meet the pro- 
found moral disintegration which, we know 
too well, always follows upon overcrowding 
in family life. 


Little Time to Hunt Houses. 

The reason for this need of supervision 
by the community through its representatives 
is to be found in the fact that the pressure 
of making a living leaves a considerable num- 
ber of our Wage earners little time, money, 
or energy to determine how they and their 
“Reighbors are to live. Ane because they 
are forced to live in cramped rooms, at a 
low rent, under corditions which make pri- 
vacy and cleanliness almost impossible, we 
sometimes judge that they do not want to 
live cleanly and decently. In the majority 
of cases this judgment is unjust and untrue. 

“The present moment is favorable for at- 
tacking the problem here, because from the 
forthcoming investigations of selected parts 
of Chicago made through the Russell Sage 
foundation and other sources there is a 
Wealth of information which bears directly 


“The housing problem is of central impor- 
tance in any scheme of city planning. 1. 
requires competent, impartia! public control 
and immediate action must be taken.” 


Sociologists O. K. the Plan. 

The proposal to have the city plan com- 
mission take up the question of housing was 
indorsed by a number of Chicago sociologists.

“We were taken off our feet by the news 
that the aviators had decided in a secret con- 
ference to send off only one of their num- 
ber. We may decide that Bly cannot make 
the flight without competition.“ 

That the race has developed into a family 
affair among the Curtiss flyers is asserted 
by both aviators and promoters. The aero- 
nauts other than Curtiss men named in the 
published list of entrants never appeared. 
Curtiss has left the field of the race for good. 
He will not be here again during the meet, it 
was announced. 

The flying men blame the backers for not 
providing competition. They say they are do- 
ing the best possible to give the public an 
exhibition. Willard declares that the prise 
of $30,000 is not enough to bring out ich 
class airmen. 

On the other hand, the backers charge the 
aviators with cold feet and assert that 
the fault is with them for not providing them- 
selves with sufficient equipment and supplies 
for all to start.

The Chronicle's Lisbon correspondent vivid- 
ly describes the street fighting. His account 
gives the impression that if the loyal troops 
had been better led and more seasoned the re- 
sult might have been different. It is clear they 
put up a splendid fight, the chief honorgrest- 


energy. They fell in heaps rather than 
surrender or join the republicans. 

The correspondent believes that when the 
end came not a single municipal guard had 
surrendered with arms in his hands. Their 
losses were two to one compared with the 
other troops. Many of the latter were mere 
boys, whose training was incomplete. Bome 
bolted like scared rabbits, dropping their 
rides and running to shelter. The corre- 
spondent does hot estimate the casualties. 
The guesses as to the number of killed and 
wounded differ widely. 


Mutiny on the Dom Carlos. 

“The mutiny on the cruiser Dom Carlos 
was a disastrous blow to the hopes of the 
royalists," writes the correspondent. “ When 
at sunrise Wednesday the republican flag 
ship, for such it had become, hoisted and 
saluted over the bodies of slain royalists the 
republican flag, the most optimistic felt that 
the cause of the monarchy in Lisbon, if not in 
Portugal, was as good as dead. 

“ Long before daylight the republican oom- 
mander of the Dom Carlos had signaled his 
friends on shore the triumph of the mutiny 
by firing two rounds of blank cartridges and 
hoisting red and green lights on the fore- 
mast. The entire serviceable fleet in the 
Tagus was now in the possession of the in- 
surgents and a republic had been won dy a 
revolting navy. 

“The crew of the Dom Carlos in the hour 
of victory became delirious with enthusiasm 
or liquor, or a combination of both. They 
behaved like demented beings and in a way 
were nearly emulating the deeds of the Rus- 
gian Baltic squadron when it met the Hull 
fishing fleet. 


Frenzied Firing by Ship. a 

“ At 1 o’clock Wednesday morning a furi- 
ous cannonading broke out aboard the Dom 
Carlos. The ship’s searchlights swept the 
whole extent of the bay and the foreshore 
on both sides of the Tague. The night was 
plowed with shells discharged at a phantom 
enemy. It was beautiful as a pyrotechnic 
display, but one only can marvel how the 
frenzied crew of the Dom Carlos managed to 
avoid sinking half the neutral shipping in 
the bay. 

„It was easy to realize by the light of 
thie extraordinary performance what the 
state of mind of the crew was. One could 
picture them in the black, enshrouding night 
praying for daylight. Perhaps their con- 
sciences smote them for their deeds of biood- 
shed and they already were hounded by 
ghosts of dead comrades. But, whatever the 
cause, they apparently were in a state of 
mortal terror and their superheated imag- 
Inations made them see lurking foes every- 
where. So, in panfe-stricken terror, they 
fired off every gun on ship in turn. 


Fantastic Night Battle. 

“ Towards the latter part of the night the 
Dom Carlos devoted its searchlight efforts 
mainly on the shore at Cocohos and the Bra- 
zilian warship Sao Paulo. It ran its power- 
ful gearchlight over the Brasilian cruiser 
every two or three minutes and then the 
circles of its search narrowed. The lights 
were depressed, sweeping in lessening circles 
“until they pointed at a radius of scarcely 
more than 0 yards. Wherever the beams 
of light fel} there the machine guns served 
projectiles until the water round the cruiser 
fairly seethed. 

“ The end of this fantastic night battle, this 
furious fighting with a nonexistent enemy. 
came with the first streak of a dawn which 
was to herald the death of an ancient mon- 
arch and the birth of a new republic. 

“Gilad of the respite which daylight 
brought the mentally harassed crew of the 
Dom Carlos sank upon the blood-stained 
decks to snatch a few hours of fitful slumber, 
The republic was established afloat; all that 
remained was to establish it ashore.”

The 
office secretary thought it would be a fine idea, 
but she was concerned only in the education of 
brides-elect. The bridegrooms-elect would hav 
to look out for themselves. . 

So there is a great opportunity for somebody 
to establish a school for the proper training of 
bridegrooms. Young men are just as shy on 
detailed information of how to run a home as 
young women are. 

The plan of the new school for the brides 
cannot be exactly followed, for nobody expects 
the bridegrooms to make hats or do laboratory 


work on spring chickens or angel food cake. 


The future husband, though, ought to be put 
through a severe course of sprouts on how to 
select a t and not be buffaloed by the agent. 
There ought to be a special course on how to 
Sass the janitor and get away with it alive. 
And how many future bridegrooms know how 
to hook up a dress in the back? Not one. If 
they use live models for experiment work in 
this class there ought to be a big enrollment. 

In the school at 39 State street they teach 
the brides-elect how to arrange husbands’ neck- 
ties in a graceful fashion at one end of the 
Chiffonier.. Also, they tell them that safety 
razors are not the best thing to use in shred- 
ding cocoanuts. The future bridegrooms should 
be instructed that it is bad form to bring 
guests home unannounced to take pot luck on 
the days when the cook left at noon. Also the 
bridegrooms should be well informed on all the 
items concerned in running a home, so that 
they wouldn’t expect $5 to last more than two 
months. 

In the proposed school for those who intend 
to become husbands there ought to be a depart- 
ment teaching all the students how to smile and 
say, How pretty,“ when wifie brings in the 
new picture hat that costs $50. Also pros- 
pective husbands should be taught how naughty, 
naughty it is to growl and how horribly it 
sounds. There ought also to be a class in pa- 
tient waiting. The patient waiting class would 
be taught so that in the future they would sit 
tight while their. wives were dressing for the 
theater.

Husbands ought also to be instructed in the 
difficult art of putting the right hand down 
deep into the right trousers pocket and bring- 
ing up a handful of kaie whenever properly ap- 
proached on the subject by the other half of 
the sketch.

Sweet Potato Soup.—Peel and steam - four 
sweet potatoes. Press through colander. Add 
one pint of hot water, one pint of sweet milk, 
and two tablespoons of butter. Season, heat, 
and serve—Mrs. J. B. Bergeson, 7652% Coles 
avenue. 

Sweet Potato Croquettes.—Roast sweet pota- 
toes, mash, season with butter, and add yolk to 
bind, fry brown in fat after forming them into 
small oblongs and rolling in crumbs.—Mrs. A, 
Hirschberg, 608 York place. 

Scalloped Sweet Potatoes I.—Parboll about 
one and one-half pounds of sweet potatoes and 
peel them. Slice thin and put in layers in but- 


tered baking dish, sprinkling each layer with | 


bits of butter, a little salt, and a tablespoon 
ot brown sugar. Dot the top layer with bits of 
butter and brown sugar. Bake forty minutes, 
keeping covered the first half of the time-—M 
C. Sawin, 4419 Jackson boulevard. 

Scalloped Sweet Potatoes I1.—Boil, peel, and 
slice sweet potatoes. Butter a pudding 
put in layer of potatoes, and sprinkle with ‘one 
tablespoon of brown sugar, then the remainder 
of the potatoes. Sprinkle the top with one ta- 
dlespoon of brown sugar and tiny pieces of but- 
ter. Use one tablespoon of butter in all—G. & 
Doane, 4428 North Lincoln street. 

Sweet Potato Pone.—Chop fine sweet potatoe 
that have been pared. Add small cup of suger, 
tablespoon of butter (more if desired), and 
tablespoon of mixed spices. Bake in low flat 
dish until a rich brown.—Mrs. F. Miller, Sam 
Antonio, Texas. 


Mashed Sweet Potatoes in Jackets.—Bake the. 


potatoes, cut them in halves lengthwise, and 
carefully scoop out the inside. Mash well, add @ 
Mttle butter, pepper, and salt and milk; beat 
until creamy, return to the shells, heaping light- 
ly, and place in oven to reheat—Mrs. James M.

Fried Sweet Potatoes.—Peel and wash thor- 
oughly four good sized potatoes. Take a half 
tablespoon of butter, more or less, and a little 
lard and let it brown lightly. Then put in the 
sweet potatoes and let them brown nicely on 
both sides. Potatoes prepared in this way 
should fry slowly in order to have them thor-

A large number of members availed them- 
selves of the invitation and awaited a notice 
from Manager Dippel or other official of the 
company to appear for rehearsal or trial.

Didn’t five Others Chance. 

“With the exception of five men; no Chi- 
cago musician has been engaged, and none 
has even been given an opportunity to be 
heard as to his ability,“ said President Wink- 
ler. 

How does Dippel know that he can't get 
material in Chicago, when he hasn’t even 
heard our men?’ The whole union is up in 
arms against this breach of good faith and we

These conditions are not found only in 
the district named in this letter. They 
are found in other parts of the city, and, 
taken all together, they constitute a large 
area which calls for enlightened attention.

There is hard- 
ly an American schoolboy who is. not 
assured of the impossibility of England 
sending warships to raze Buffalo, Detroit, 
and Chicago, as this engineer suggests 
she might do. 

Between Montreal and Lake Erie there 
are no less than seven canals through 
which these warships would have to pass. 
These seven canals have no less than 
forty-six locks, the smallest of which is 
270 feet long, 45 feet wide, and 14 feet 
deep. The British navy has not.a single 
armored ship small enough to go through 
this lock. Their only boats small enough 
for this purpose are the torpedo gunboats 
armed with two 4.7 inch guns and five 
six pounders. The smallest protected 
cruiser in her navy is 265 feet long, 41 
foot beam, and draws 15% feet. 

If these boats could withstand fire from 
our land batteries and pass through all 
these locks, our boats of similar size could 
do the same. Fears of bombardment 
from foreign warships are absolutely 
groundless.

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 7.—It was officially aa- 
hounced today that the house of bishops of 
the Protestant Episcopal church had by one’ 
vote rejected the constitutional amendment 
for the appointment of suffragan bishops, 
which was approved by the house of deputies, 
yesterday. 

A conference committee of both houses may 
be appointed to endeavor to reach an agree-. 
ment by which the matter can again be 
brought before the convention. 

The rejection of the amendment by the 
house of bishops was a Source of pleasure to 
a committee of negro clergymen, represent- 
ing the conference of church workers among 
colored people, who had presented to the gen- 
eral convention a memorial déclaring that 
they were opposed to the suffragan bishop 
proposal and in favor of the creation of mis- 
stonary of the negro race. 

The committee declared that if the suf- 
fragan idea finally is adopted they would 
have no representation in the general con- 
vention, but that it their plan is favorably 
passed upon it would give the colored 
churches their own bishops and full répre- 
sentation in the general convention. .

ATTEL 100 FAST FOR WHITE 


Champion Outpoints Chicago Boy 
in Ten Rounds at Milwaukee. 


FRANKIE IS GAME TO FINISH. 


Abe Admiuisters Much Punishment, 
but Opponent Doe-n’t Flinch. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. .7.—[Special.}—Abe 
Attel. world's featherweight champion, te- 
night demonstrated that he still continues 
to stand in a class by himself when he easily 
outpoinied Frankie White of Chicago in a 
ten round bout before the Badger Athletic 
club.

If the mail orders exceed the number of re-

ers. Should the mail orders not exhaust the 
supply of reserved seats, then the remaining 
tickets will be placed on public sale next 
Friday morning. 

The prices for the reserved grandstand seats 
are $3 for the first eight rows in the lower pa- 
villon and the first five rows in the upper 
pavilion.
